UNIVERSITY REFORM 
A few years ago the head of all Soviet uni- 



versities met with a group o( American' cbi< 
lege presidents. The result .was bewilderment 
on both side's and a revelation of how wide the 
gap was between the two systems of higher 
education. The Americans were puizled by their 
guests' emphasis on finding out how the United 
States was training metallurgists and similar 
specialists; the Soviet official was equally be- 
mused by his hosts' questions about the state 
of the liberal arts in the Institutions he man- 
aged, i ■ 

The gap Is" still great, but it will be signifi- 
cantly reduced when the recently announced 
major reform of Soviet universities is carried 
out. Moscow has ordered Its higher educational 
institutions to drop their traditional emphasis on 
narrow technical specialists. Engineering stu- 
dents In the future will still be given little of 
the liberal arts, but will be offered a substan- 
tia] dose of what arc considered business-school 
subjects here as well as wider, coverage—of 
science. Soviet institutions of higher learning arc 
also to get more autonomy, more .internal de- 
mocracy, and even a license to carry out re- 
search for government institutions and enter- 
prises.

scarce Items here ns ham,' sar- 
dines, tea, coffee and chocolate. 
(Americans buy over. 80,000 
such parcels at Christmas time 
and ser\d them to their Potbh

But a "Parcel from Poland" 
_jn also be a seven-room house 
costing $11,000, or a Renault or 
a Fiat. These, items are also 
available" here in Poland, pro- 
viding you have" n rich Detroit 
uncle who is willing to pay, for 
them in dollars through the PKO 
Bank (Polish Savings Bonk), 25 
Broad St., NcV/ York City. 

By means of the PKO parcels 
scheme; — Poland's- 1 - Comrminist 
bosses arc milking American's 
of SG.5 million annually, I learn- 
ed from the bank officials them- 
selves.

they forget their bodies are ou 
of shape. 

Many skiers come from seden- 
tary professions, and too often 
they arc in poor condition. As a 
result, early season Injuries are 
numerous, including sore mus- 
cles, sprained ankles, twisted 
Kiiees-atid b rotten' h ories. 

The Nutionnl YMCA Physical 
Education Subcommittee on Ski

But before the. skier. begins, 
the YMCA suggests n medical 
checkup with special attention to 
knee and ankle injuries. Spe- 
cial conditioning and precau- 
tions may be called for;

Snow Machines Are Boon 
To Skiers In Southern U.S. 



NEW YORK— ''Let's go down 
south to the Lake of the Ozarks 
and go skiing." 
If you had said this a few 
. ~yenrs . ago,- .tho -listener' would 
havo thought you hod made a 
mistake — and rightly so. 

But not so today. For you can 
now go to such unlikely places

But modern technology has 
developed snow - making ma- 
chines that produce the snow 
when the temperature Is right. 
And the m on-made snow Is put- 
ting extra dollars Into the pock- 
ets of the resort operators. . 

Playing an Important part In 
these new snow-making ma- 
; chines are air compressors nor- 
- mnlly used in mining, construc- 
tion 'and manufacturing . opera- 
i lions. These machines, manufac- 
tured by Gardner-Denver Co., of 
Quincy, 111., combine water and 
compressed air in a jet that , 
produces the man-made snow. 

The compressed air and water 
arc mixed in special nozzles. As

' teed to make snow. 

The air and water arc dts-

The average person does not 
knaw_whcn_thc _first_5ucccssful_ 
snowmobile was built. Many be- 
lieve that it was built recently, 
say within the past 10 years. 
The first successful one was 

built in 1925 In, Wisconsin!" 

The task of 'building, the first 
workable snowmobile was left 
to Carl El/ason, a north woods 
jack - o[ - all - trades. Ellason 
has more than a passing Inter- 
est In his. work. A pair of sore 

.feet served as a throbbing re- 
minder that 1[ he failed. It was. 
back to the snowshoes whenever 
^h c wanted to go hunting or cover 
Ills trap line. " 

EHason's experience as a 
blacksmith and a pioneer dealer 
for those' "new - fangted de- 

"tnchnblc rowhoat molors," prov- 
ed useful. He modified a 2.5 
horsepower outboard for his po- 
wer plant. The frame was fash- 
ioned from metal heated over a 
coal stove. The wooden skis were 
formed over steam, from water - 
boiling in the family wash tub. 

,_^His hunting partners and fel- 



low trappers kept him busy with 
orders for the next four years. 
'He averaged eight " machines 
each winter, but still found Umo 
to run his general store anil ex- 
periment with improvements on 
the. motor" toboggan. In .1932 he 
Introduced a new model, bigger,, 
sturdier and powered by a con- 
verted motorcycle engine. It bit 
speeds over AO miles per hour. 

Although his motor toboggan 
never made him a millionaire, 
Elinson proved two important 
things- First, he showed that a 
self - propelled snow vehicle 
could be designed and built, and 
"Bocondrthc-baslc-englnccring-of- 
hls first machine showed the way 
for other manufacturers. 

Today, 90 per cent of the snow- 
mobiles on "the market have 
front mounted, engines, an end- 
less drive track and a scat lo- 
cated over the track. Although 
hundreds ofrlmpnwcments. and 
modifications have been made 
over -the years, he established 
the basic principles.

snowmobile Industry during Its - 
early days.

--■wos-the -fact- that -every- part 
has to be specially developed or 
existing parts modified to 'meet 
the standards necessary for sub- 
zero performance. 

— Manufacturerji_..wera_forced 
to convert existing power plants. 
A long-wearing track that could 
take severe punishment was 
needed. A transmission., that .. 
didn't "freeze up" In— 30 degree 
operation was n problem, as 
were good brakes and steering 
controls. 

Most early snowmobile owners 
learned to live with minor break- 
downs and frccze-ups. They had 
to. Snowmobiles were their 



means of transportation. But de- 
spite the problems, incy be- 
came- ovld't Wickers of— these 
amazing vehicles!'" " 

Although they usually pur- 
chased the vehicle for work as 
a trapper or In a lagging oper- 
ation, they discovered the snow- 
mobile was Just plain fun. Here 
was n vehicle that ended the 
forced hibernation of winter. 
- In-the 1050's. the first Ameri- 
can company Was formcd-for 
the sole manufacture of snow- 
mobiles. Soon others joined the 
field and word began to spread. 
Tho story was the same in Can- 
ada, only more so. Hunters re- 
turned to their homes talking 




about the funny looking 'ski- 
mobiles.'

Work, Has Boosted Sun Valley To Fame

HAILEY — -Some day this 
_ynlley_wlll_bc_ world. famous as 
an outdoor recreation area," 
Halley's first merchant, John C. 
Fox, told customers -as he ser- 
ved them in his first store
